M. Herbert, he says, paid $750, which he 
has given to George Stidger, District 
Attorney. 

James M. Herbert is Vice President and 
General Manager of the Colorado and 
Southern Railroad.; Daniel Sullivan is 
postmaster of Cripple Creek and a prom- 
inent Republican of Colorado.

JAPANESE ATTACKING AGAIN. 


Results of Yesterday's Fighting Un- 
known—Nogi Using Big Guns. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Tuesday, March 7. 
—According to correspondents with the 
Russian Army, the tide of battle yester- 
day was gradually rolling back from the 
immediate vicinity of Mukden. 

Operations up to noon resulted in the 
capture by the Russians of several vil- 
lages west and southwest of Mukden, but 
late in the afternoon the Japanese inaug- 
urated a series of desperate attacks,” the 
outcome of which is not yet chronicled. 
Gen, Kaulbars, who is considered to be 
the best of Gen. Kuropatkin’s subordi- 
nates, has taken personal charge of the 
operations in this field. The Commander 
in Chief also is devoting his attention to 
the fighting in the same locality. 

Comparative inactivity is the rule on 
the extreme left. 

The Russians claim minor successes 
against Gen. Kuroki, who, presumably, 
having shot his bolt and effected at least 
one of his objects—that of drawing Rus- 
sian reinforcements—may have sent on a 
part of his army to reinforce the centre 
and the west flank. 

The War Office estimates the number 
weunded in the battle of Mukden at 12,- 


000, including 234 officers, but, makes no 
statement regarding the number of. dead. 
This undoubtedly is a conservative esti- 
mate. The Japanese losses, according 
to the same source of information, are 
estimated at 30,000. 

The optimistic tone of the war corre- 
spondents is reflected in military circles 
here. It is considered that even if Gen. 
Kuropatkin has not succeeded in de- 
livering a crushing blow at the Japanese 
he has at least insured the possibility of 
withdrawal, which was greatly jeopar- 
dized by the operations of Gens. Nogi and 
Kuroki.

On the left Gen. Linevitch holds the 
hills stubbornly. It is even said that he 
has made a counter-attack, has retaken 
some redoubts, and has advanced a few 
miles, 

Japanese shrapnel burst within a mile 
and a half of the Hun railway bridge, 
which evidently is the Japanese objective. 
The capture of that position would render 
the occupation of the Hun River position 
south of Mukden untenable. 

The Russian losses are not excessive 
considering the severity of the five days’ 
fighting. The Japanese, as the attack- 
ers, have suffered more heavily than the 
Russians. 

A correspondent of The Associated 
Press returned yesterday after spending 
the entire day March 4 with the Russian 
vanguard on the right flank. He says 
that all the Japanese attacks March 4 
were repulsed, but only owing to the most 
heroic fighting, which was renewed yes- 
terday morning.

For two days the Russians had been 
concentrating a heavy artillery fire on 
“The Hill with the Tower,’ stopping 
the Japanese sap work, At 2 o'clock 
in the morning yesterday the Russian 
skirmishers heard a noise at “ The Hill 
with the Tower.” Creeping forward, 
they discovered that the Japanese were 
heaping up corpses as defenses. The 
Russian field batteries immediately open- 
ed fire and forced a cessation of the 
work. 

At dawn yesterday the Japanese at- 
tacked the Russian positions near Ouse 
benepusa. The attackers were scarcely 
recognizable as valiant Japanese, so 
mechanically did they move forward and 
withal with undying persistence attack 
and get thrown back. They repeated this 
at 10 in the morning after a preparatory 
artillery bombardment and reached the 
Russian trenches, where a bayonet fight 
ensued. 

At the crucial moment Gen. Alleff, 
commanding the vanguard, arrived on 
the scene with two companies and turned 
the scale against the Japanese.

FOR STATE GAS BOARD. 


Grady Bill Gives Such Body Plenary 
Powers to Investigate. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 6.—Minority Leader 
Grady to-night further complicated the 
gas situation by the introduction of a 
bill providing for the appointment by the 
Governor of a State commission to which 
should be intrusted the control of all of 
the gas companies in the State. 

The bill provides that there shall be a 
State gas board, to be composed of three 
members. One of the members of the 
board must be a Republican and another 
a Democrat. The Commissioners are to 
serve for three years and to receive a 
salary of $6,000 a year. A Secretary is 
to get a salary of $5,000. 

The board is to have plenary powers 
of investigation of all gas companies, and | 
can- call for reports from the corpora- 
tions. No dividend shall be paid upon | 
capital stock, unless actually earned, and | 


there shall be no dividend in excess of 
10. per cent. on the capital actually paid 
in by stockholders and bondholders. 
Earnings in excess of annual dividends | 
shall constitute a reserve to an amount 
not exceeding 10 per cent. of the actual | 
capital certified by the State board upon 
dividends may, be. estimated.

10 per cent. all the surplus of net earn- 
ings in execess, if any, shall be applied 
to the reduction of the price of gas. 
Hither the gas companies or the con- 
sumers can appeal to the Appellate Di- 
vision from any decision of the State 
Board.

NIAGARA BILL IN ALBANY. | 


Gives Sweeping Privileges—No One| 
Willing to Father It.

ALBANY, March 6.—Sweeping privi- 
leges are sought by the bill for the Niag- 
ara, Lockport and ‘Ontario Power Com- 
pany. A copy of the measure which that 
company sent here a short time ago was 
seen to-night. The measure has not yet 
been introduced, but whatever measure 
is introduced in behalf of that company 
will be substantially the same as the bill 
already here.

In one respect the measure is not as

That is the 
chief ting which the company is seek- 
ing. Incidentally the company throws 
aside its disguise as to being a water com- 
pany and becomes a full-fledged power 
company solely.

MUST REFUND $3,000,000. 


Government Defeated in Customs 
Cases in Court of Appeals. 


Decisions handed down by the United 
States Circuit. Court of Appeals in .us- 
toms suits in the last few days will make 
necessary the refunding to importers of 
nearly $3,000,000 paid in excess duties. 

About $1,000,000 will have to be refunded 
on account of the decision in the craven- 
ette case last Saturday. <A few days be- 
fore the court decided that sake, or Jap- 
anese rice wine, was neither a still wine 
nor & beer, but a non-enumerated manu- 
factured article. at 20 per cent. On ac- 
count of this about $500,000 will be re- 
funded by the Government to importers 
The case tried here was the 
outcome of a test importation made to 
bring the suit before a court familiar with 
customs law. 

Another important case decided yester- 
day in favor of the importers, which will 
necessitate a refund of between $200,000 
and 00,000 was the “ brightened steel 
case.’ In this case, which was tried in the 
name of the Crucible Steel Company, the 
merchandise was cold rolled sheet steel in 
strips, which had been submitted to a 
pickling process, preparatory to rolling, 
which brightened the surface. An addi- 
tional duty of one-fourth of a cent a 
pound was assessed on it as polished steel, 
and this the court declares to be illegal.

Salt Water for Fire Protection. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

While I am a stranger in the city, not in pol- 
itics and unacquainted with any of the parties 
at interest, I am much interested in the discus- 
sion of the utilization of salt water in fire pro- 
tection, which, I may say, is utterly impract- 
icable. 

To the coast cities it is a very attractive pro- 
position and if practicable would have been 
adopted fifty years ago. They all know of it. 

A casual inspection of an old anchor chain | 
will show the reason why it cannot be used; no 
metal except a deoxidized bronze, deoxidized by 
the phosphor, carbon, or Tobin process, can 
withstand the corrosive action of salt water.

They,and oth- 
ers who were received before these six- 

teen were called to Vienna have made it 
known that the Emperor declares that 
the military demands of the United Op- 
position parties are inadmissible, charac- 
terizing them as meddling and an intru- 
sion upon his prerogatives. 

In these interviews the Emperor spoke 
feelingly and with deep conviction of the 
necessity for an undivided and strong 
army, always ready for battle, and said 
he could not permit existing conditions in 
the army to be altered, and asked the 
politicians with whom he conferred to 
use their efforts to persuade the United 
Opposition to exclude the demands for 
military reform from their programme. 

This the Opposition shows no sign of 
wanting to do. The parties composing it 
insist that the decision as to what lan- 
guage shall be used in the Hungarian 
Army is not the exclusive right of the 
Crown, and say that the Emperor's atti- 
tude and declarations remove even the 
expectation that his Majesty eventually 
will respect the wishes of the Hungarian 
people regarding the proposed military 
reforms.

The excitement rose higher and 
higher until it lapped in through the 
study window of Director Hornaday’s 
study. -He and Mr. Beebe immediately 
repaired to the birdhouse, where it was 
found that Mrs. Emu (wuo lives next door 
to Mr. and Mrs. Ostrich in the family 
colony) had lald an egg. The egg was 
of a light green, and quite a curiosity. 
An emu was gitting on the egg when Di- 
rector Hornaday and Mr. Beene entered. 

“Do my eyes deceive me?” said Mr. 
Hornaday nervously, “‘ or is that the male 
emu trying to hat that egg.”’ 

It was. What is more, Mr. Emu de- 
clined to be shooed away from his post 
by Keeper Caldwell, who is an expert in 
ostrich lore. The egg was wanted for a 
collection, but Mr. Emu guarded it, 
threatening the invaders in guttural notes 
resembling the sound made by pouring 
water from a long-necked bottle. Mrs. 
Emu scoldingly encouraged her husband 
to keep on hatching, at the same time 
alming at Caldweli’s head one of those 
kicks for which the ostrich family is fa- 
mous. ‘The egg remained there, Mr. Emu 
being encouraged by his wife to keep it 
there.

UDUE RE 
IN TEXA 
Known as Father of Inter-State 
Commerce Legislation. 


HIS LONG PUBLIC CAREER 


Last Member of the Confederate Cab- 
inet—He Was Representative in 
Congress and a Senator. 


HOUSTON, Texas, March 6.—Judge 
John H. Reagan, sole surviving member 
of the Confederate Cabinet, died to-day 
in Palestine, Texas, of pneumonia. Judge 
Reagan, who was 86 years of age, had 
been in failing health for a yeur of 
more. 

Judge Reagan was in this city Thurs- 
day transacting business. When he re- 
turned home the family physician was 
called, Judge Reagan complaining of 
pain in the lungs. Pneumonia set in Sun- 
day and Judge Reagan grew rapidly 
worse. At the time of his death he was 
engaged writing his autobiography. 


Perhaps to Judge John H. Reagan, 
more than to any one other person, was 
due the enactment of the present In- 
ter-State Commerce law. He was the 
author of the original Inter-State Com- 
merce bill, known as the Reagan bill, 
which was passed by the House, but 
failed to get through the Senate. 

Subsequently this measure, modified by 
amendments offered by Senator Cullom 
passed both houses and became a law. 

John H. Reagan was born in Sevier 
County, Tenn., Oct. 8, 1818 He was ad- 
mitted to the bar of that State, and 
came to Texas in 1839. That common- 
wealth was then a Republic, and within 
a few months Mr. Reagan was appointed 
Deputy Surveyor of public lands. He 
was elected to the State Legislature in 
1849. In 1852 he was elected District Judge 
and was re-elected in 1856. 

In 1857 he was elected a member of the 
Thirty-fifth Congress. He was re-elected 


to Congress in 1859 and was a member 
of that body when the civil war broke 
out... He was a delegate to the State 
Secession Convention held at Austin in 
1861, and was appaointed Postmaster 
General of the Southen Confederacy, ig 
which capacity he served until the close 
of the war. For a short period he also 
acted as Secretary of the Confedarate 
Treasury. He was with Jefferson Davis 
when the latter was captured. 

After a short imprisonmesgt he returned 
to Texas. He was a member of the 
Texas Constitutional Convention in 1875. 
| He was elected to the Forty-fourth Con- 
|} gress and served in the Lower House six 
consecutive terms. In 1887 he wag elected 
| to the United States Senate. He held 
| that office until 1891, when he resigned 
to acce 
| of the Texas Railroad Commission. He 
| Was serving his second term as Chairman 
of that body when he died.

Justice Worcester Gives Respite 
on Dispossession Writs. 


RUSS IN FEAR OF ATTACK 


Treats for Payment on Old Terms, but 
the Thirty Mothers Refuse— 
Misunderstood, He Says. 


“Hush! hush! you'll wake the baby,” 
4s a warning to returning husbands was 
omitted last evening at 6 Goerck Street. 
In almost all the thirty families dwelling 
there the youngest, exhausted by excite- 
ment of the day, their first appearances 
in court and the going to and the coming 
from, slept soundly despite a bedlam of 
rejoicing. 

The hand of Elias Russ, the landlord, 
who imposed the 50 cents a month extra 
rent for every baby, had been stayed. 
Justice Worcester, in the Thirteenth 
Municipal Court, granted the tenants a 
week to find other quarters in the dis-| 
possession proceedings. That meant one 
week’s rent free, in any event. 

The Justice, to be sure, declared that he| 
could not further interfere with the land-| 
lord's right to charge what he could get 
for his apartments, but that fact did not! 
prevent a celebration when the tenants) 
returned after court. 

Mr. Russ did not attend court. He was| 
in fear, the Justice was informed, of an| 
attack by the excited women should he| 
leave his room. When the procession 
came back his agent went to the proud 
mothers and asked for their rent at the 
old rate. 

“Ach! No! Why should we pay?” 
they cried with one accord. “ The Judge, 
he gives us a week to go. We have till 
next Monday the rent for nothing.” 

The landlord, his agent explained, had 
been misunderstood. He held the prop- 
erty only under sub-lease. He, himself, 
out of his own pocket had to pay the real 
landlord an increased rent. The place 
was so noisy, especially on rainy days, 
and the joy of breaking things so uni- 
versal among the children, that it seemed 
but fair to make the rent accordifig to 
their number. 

“I have four of my own,’’ he 
added. ‘‘ Why should I not love the oth- 
ers? But business is business.”’ 

Never was there a more unusual. sight 
in the Thirteenth Municipal Court than 
yesterday morning when the tenants who 
had been served with disposses notices 
filed in, every woman with a baby in| 
arms and two or more hanging to her 
skirts, .The rest of the 150 children were 
in school. One of the babies started to 
cry and the others teok the cue. The 
Court looked up amazed and asked that 
the children be removed. This was done 
and two young women volunteers cared 
for them upstairs. 

Mrs. Frederick Friedman, first to face 
the Justice to explain why she should 
not be put out for not paying rent, de- 


clared that she had lived in the house 
nine years, in which time eight children 
had been born, ‘all of them well and 
good, thank God.’ 

She was interrupted at this point. Mrs. 
Fannie Frank forced her way up and de- 
clared ‘‘the landlord is against the; 
Scriptures.”’ 

Mrs. Rosie Blank said shé had rented 
her apartments five years ago when she 
had two children and that her family had 
grown to six. ‘Therefore the landlord 
had seen fit to order her out unless she | 
would pay an additional $2 a month rent. 
Other mothers told similar stories. 

The Justice announced that he would | 
give them until next Monday to pay their | 
rent or leave. As the father of a family 
of four, he said, he looked upon their 
treatment as a real hardship, but he had 
no power to settle questions of rent. 

Tne children were tieturned to their 
mothers and the excited body went back 
to the tenement to hud a calathumpian 
serenade in front of their landlord's door. 
There was a tremendous beating on tin 
eans and anything eis2 that would make 
a noise, .«.vove the clxn.or came expres- 
sions of opinion which the besieged man 
could not but hear. 

The story went the rounds that one of 
the women in the house who had no 
children was the causé of all the trouble, 
and some of the ne"v-comers were ready 
to extend .we noisy demonstration to her 
apartments. Just then two of the older 
mothers told how the woman had helped 
to eare for their little ones in time of 
iliness, and the demonstration was moved 
back to the door of the .araiord

NO MORE SHERIFF'S FEE. 


City Court Justices Decide It Is Not a 
Legal Charge. 


Justice O’Dwyer of the City Court said 
yesterday that in his opinion the charges 
brought against the four clerks of the 
City Court by Justice Seabury would not 
disclose any wrongdoing. At a meeting 
held by the City Court Justices it,was de- 
cided that the Sheriff was not entitled to 
the fee of $2 which it has been the custom 
to charge litigants in jury cases. The 
four clerks whose method of doing busi- 
ness is to be investigated are charged 


with accepting a fee of $2 from litigants 
in cases tried by juries. 

Yesterday lawyers who paid the cost of 
trials in the City Court were told that in 
the future the Sheriff's fee of $2 would 
neither be asked for nor accepted. Sheriff 
Erlanger will now be compelled to seek 
his fee through an action, which he must 
bring in court if he considers the fee a 
legal one. 


BLAIR WILL CASE REVERSED.

Regarded as Attempt to Upset 
Amsterdam Avenue Victory.

Tells Mass Meeting He Opposes Need- 
less Car Tracks on Amsterdam 
Avenue—Resolution Ad»pted, 


A mass meeting of.the citizens 
west .side, in accordance with the 
of the Mayor, was held last night in the 
Assembly Hall of the St. Michacl’s Parish 
Church, at West Ninety-ninth Street, 
to protest against the Bedell bill noW 
pending in Assembly, which, if passed, 
will permit street railway compinies to

remove unused tracks and at the same | 
time retain the franchises under which | 


the tracks were laid. 

The citizens of the west side are confi- 
dent that, altheugh the bill doer not in 
any place specify any particular street 
railway company or tracks, -it is intend- 
ed to take effect upon Amsterdam Ave- 
nue and to undo the court victory gained 
by the west side citizens againgt the New 
York City Railway Company, in which it 
was decided that the franchise of the lat- 
ter on Amsterdam Avenue had lapsed. 

The meeting called last night was the 
result of a.conference held between the 
political and religious bodies of the ~vast 
side, who got together the moment it ke- 
came known that a bill had been intro- 
duced into the House which might have 
effect upon the result of the recent fight. 
Among the associations represented were 
the West Side Association, the Twelfth 
Ward Real Estate Owners’ Association, 
and the Republican and Democrstic or- 
ganizations of the Twenty-first Assembly 
District. 

The Rev. Dr. John P. Peters of St. 
1fichael’s Church occupied the chair, and 
among the speakers were Congressman 
Bennett, Senator Ford, and ex-Assembly- 
man Adams. The tenor of their remarks 
was that the Bedell bill was intended for 
no other purpose than to retain the fran- 
chise on the old horse-car tracks on Am- 
sterdam Avenue, 

A telegram was read from Mayor Mc- 
Clellan. It was as follows: 

“JT am unalterably opposed to the need- 
less tracks on Amsterdam Avenue and to 
the operation of cars thereon. If the 
railroad companies have vested rights, let 
them seek the protection of the courts. 
The public streets should be devoted to 
public purposes, and any measures which 
seek to reserve to railroad companies 
rights in the streets injurious to the pub- 
lic should be defeated. You may count 
on my support.” 

At the close of the meeting a number of 
resolutions were submitted by Dr. Peters. 
These resolutions covered the grounds of 
the west side residents’ protest and were 
received with great enthusiasm. It was 
at last resolved that the committee call 
upon the Mayor to oppose the passage of 
the bill as inimical to the city’s interests, 
and that every member of the Legisla- 
ture from this city be asked to speak and 
vote against the measure and to demand
